before a Faſt couldbe obtained in one Day through the whole 
Nation, andthat the caſe of the Country is different in the ſe- 
veral Bounds of Synods and Presbytries; Therefore they molt 
Seriouſly and.Earneſtly Recommend it, tothe ſeveral Syonds 
and Presbytries within this National Church, to. Appoint
